In short, living costs, after a 
drop, are staying fairly stable and 
are not going up through the roof 
again. Business is doing better. 
Because of these things, Presi­ 
dent Truipan said in his report: 
“Late in 1948 we stood at the 
peak of the inflationary boom........ 
today w e are on firmer ground 
than w e were a year ago 
the 
basic economic problem facing the 
country now is not 
s.inflation.” 
The economic advisors agree: 
“the inevitable end of the infla­ 
tionary process has come. We are 
now enjoying a recovery m ove­ 
ment.” 
But, looking forward to what 
they think the country 
needs 
to do even better than now, the 
president and the advisors give 
some warnings and some advice. 
The basic problem facing the 
country now, the president said, 
“is to increase production, em ­ 
ployment and incomes to complete 
the recovery from the 1949 dow n­ 
turn and to go on to the higher, 
levels which will be made possible 
by a growing population and ris­ 
ing productivity.” 
And the council said: “the 
5- 
covery since last summer is still 
incomplete, and whether it con­ 
tinues and w e achieve our nation­ 
al objective of maximum em ploy- 


farmers, and government in con­ 
solidating the strong forces un­ 
derlying the economy.” 
The president and the council 
suggest some steps to be taken, 
all outlined in their reports.

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The Coal Industry and Partisan Politics 
Laff- 4-Day 
Fayette County Years Ago 


While most dealers in Washington C. II. 


Indicate that their coal supply has not yet 


reached the emergency stage because many 


local people are getting some coal from var­ 


ious Ohio mines not entirely affected by the 


three-day work week for miners, the situa­ 


tion over the nation generally is reported as 


serious. Dealers in 
Fayette County say, 


however, that they could use a lot more 


coal than they are getting, especially better 
grades. 


Anxiety 
on the part of the public 
has 
reached 
the stage where the demand 
is 
growing for President Truman to invoke 
the Taft-Hartley law to put the miners at 
work, full time. Under this law a full work 
week, pending settlement of future negotia­ 
tions of demands of John 
L. Lewis, would 
take the situation out of the winter emer­ 
gency where such conditions exist. 


President Truman however, has refused 
to invoke this law up to this time. 
Most 
people charge his attitude to politics. 
Some Ohio coal operators have created 
somewhat of a sensation by filing suits un­ 
der an Ohio law, seeking heavy damages 
against Lewis and 
also asking for court 
orders to make him 
revoke his three-day 
work week policy. The outcome of this ac­ 
tion Is awaited with interest. 


The time may come when a 
three-day 
work week in the coal mines will be suf­ 
ficient to produce all the coal required for 
the nation, but we are not ready for it yet. 
Evidence of this is seen in the Interstate 
Commerce Commission order for reducing 
railway train service where coal-burning 


engines are used. 
This commission says 


that an emergency exists. 


The three-day work week of the coal 


miner may be attractive to some, depending 


upon whether leisure time or income is the 


primary consideration in choosing a trade. 
Most people however disagree with this 
view. 


Both labor leaders and mine operators 


ought to be able to judge 
from past ex­ 


perience the damage they are doing to their 


own industry by the deliberate creation of 


a coal shortage this winter. They need look 


no farther than the application of the ICC 
order. 
Ten or fifteen years ago 
such an 
order would have wrought havoc in rail­ 
road timetables. Today the effects will be 
less on almost all systems, and scarcely 
noticed in some areas, because of the ex­ 
tent to which Diesel and other fuels have re­ 
placed coal on the rails. This replacement 
has been greatly accelerated, by previous 
strike-caused coal shortages and w ill get 
another boost from the present situation. 


The people ought not be required to en­ 
dure the inconvenience, hardship and loss 
which are caused by these repeated stop­ 
pages In the coal industry. It does not make 
sense that either union leaders or operators 
in a basic industry should be permitted to 
go on creating national emergencies accord­ 
ing to their whims. Something bigger than 
partisan politics needs action here.

JAUNDICE occurs more fre ­ 
quently during the week after 
birth th an at any other time of 
life. This greenish-yellow discol­ 
oration of the skin Is due to an 
accum ulation of coloring m atter 
from the bile in the blood and 
tissues. 
In the newborn, It may be a 
grave or a harmless Indication 
The type known as physiologic 
Jaundice, which so often occurs 
in tiny babies, is not serious a t 
all and only marks one of the 
m any adjustm ents the infant 
must make to life In the outside 
world. Physiologic jaundice shows 
Itself between the second and 
fifth days, commonly clears In a 
week, but sometimes last for 
four. 
More Red Cells 
Tile smaller the baby, the more 
likely this kind of Jaundice, which 
is due to the destruction of red 
blood cells. Apparently all babies 
ara born with more red cells th an 
are needed. These excessive red 
ceils, so necessary for life in the 
m other’s womb, are no longer re ­ 
quired and hence are destroyed 
In the body. These disintegrated 
cells are responsible for the ja u n ­ 
dice. Since it causes no symptoms 
or complications, no treatm ent is 
needed. 
It Is never safe to assume, how­ 
ever, th at every case of Jaundice 
In the newborn Is of the physiol­ 
ogic type because It may be due 
to a variety of really serious dis­ 
orders. 
One of these which has been 
given wide attention during re­ 
cent years Is the so-called Rh 
Incompatibility, In which a factor 
in the blood, known as the Rh 
factor is not present in the 
mother, 
In certain cases, when the 
m other Is Rh negative and the 
baby Rh positive, jaundice is

The New York Sun was as 
much a tradition as a newspaper, 
as much a thing of the spirit as 
of newsprint and printer’s ink.

My own association with the 
New York Sun was a curious one 
and nears repeating at such a 
moment as this A writer must 
be read.

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I had no place. 
I telephoned to Bill Dewart of 
the Sun ar I told him that I 
wanted to write for his paper. 
After a short conversation about 
the nature of my column, we 
agreed to start on {his new career 
for me. was to come to New 
New York to arrange the terms. 
It w'as a hot summ er and I de­ 
layed the trip, but I sent copy 
and it was printed. 
We never talked about terms. 
We never had a contract. In due 
course, weekly checks began to 
arrive in the mail. We never re­ 
ferred to them. I was on the 
Sun eight years with never a 
business conversation. 
During that whole period, this 
column appeared as it was pre­ 
sented there were no changes, no 
omissions, no substitutions. Frank 
O’Brien and Jam es Craig, my 
immediate editors, were inspir­ 
ing, stimulating, interested. 
In 1944, King Features invited 
me to join their syndicate. They 
offered an attractive arrange­ 
ment, but one condition was that 
I leave the Sun and go to the 
Joumal-Am erican. I could not 
leave the Sun. It hatj opened its 
doors to me when I was in need 
of shelter. 
And 
the 
Journal-Am eriean 
agreed that sometimes such con­ 
siderations of sentiment were as 
valuable as material compensa­ 
tion. 
Provision was then made in 
my contract that if ever I left 
the Sun, or the Sun left me, the 
Journal-Ameriean 
would 
have 
first refusal of my services. 
And yesterday, the Sun left me, 
without 
warning 
or 
notice, 
I 
found myself without a forum, 
without the fam iliar few inches 
of friendly, usual, homely space 


And now I have found a new 
home; but it is not an altogether 
strange one. For five years, even 
while I was with the Sun, my 
column appeared in many hearst 
papers and in more than 250 
others. It will take time to be­ 
come accustomed to a new and 
different home, particularly for 
one who shudders at the passing 
of glorious institutions that have 
survived wars and depressions 
and the ephemeral changes of 
fashion arid taste. 
The Sun did manage to survive 
all these for more than a cen­ 
tury, but it could not ^somehow 
fight off high costs and High taxes 
and reduced income. It was a 
small business and perhaps it 
had 
to go in this era 
when 
politicians 
prattle about 
small 
business and set the stage for 
their destruction. 
And so, it will not appear any 
more. And it wilj not be possible 
to say proudly: “what, the Sun 
for sale? Sure! Five cenis on any 
newstands.” No! It was not like 
that yesterday when the Sun was 
sold and closed down. 
Yet, old institutions leave in 
their wake a memory, an inspira­ 
tion, a love. Nobody who ever 
worked on the Sun will forget its 
instinct for good Enlish, its ad­ 
herence to accuracy, its political 
independence. Nor can anyone 
ever associated with its quiet and 
maybe old-fashioned ways for­ 
get for decency and its uncom­ 
promising pursuit of just causes. 
It was a good association and in 
its spirit, it will ever remain and 
shine for those who were once of 
its company. 
And this I must hope; that 
those >vho, over the years, read 
my words, with approval or even 
in annoyance, will not forget me

Jaundice Frequent 
In Newborn Baby 


I present a t birth or develops w ith- 
1 In 48 hours. The spleen, an organ 
In the upper part of the abdomen, 
is enlarged and there is a rapidly 
developing, severe anemia. The 
baby Is weak, nurses poorly, and 
is restless. 
Medical Emergency 
This Is a medical emergency 
which requires immediate diag­ 
nosis and treatm ent. Injections 
of Rh negative blood must be 
given as quickly as possible and 
several 
are 
usually 
required. 
Complete replacement of the b a­ 
by’s blood is sometimes employed 
with success. 
It is advisable for all women 
who become pregnant to have an 
Rh test made as soon as they 
know they are to have a baby. 
If the expectant mother proves 
to be negative, her husband’s 
blood should then be tested. If 
this reveals an Rh positive fac­ 
tor, two things may then be done 
to prevent trouble. 
First, the mother can be treated 
with Rh heptane, provided trea t­ 
m ents can be given during the 
first three montiis of pregnancy. 
Failing this, arrangem ents can 
be made for transfusing the ba­ 
by immediately after birth, a 
thing often not possible unless 
the proper type of blood has been 
obtained in advance, 
Of course, not all babies bom 
to Rh negative mothers are going 
to be anemic. Even where a defi­ 
nite incompatibility exists, such 
measures as I have described 
above are seldom necessary with 
a first baby.
